NEW YORK (NJP)—Charges of excessive cost of fund-rais- 
ing levelled against the Jewish National Fund of America (NJP, 
Feb. 24, 1956), were flatly rejected this week in a statement by 


Dr. Harris J. Levine, president. 


Dr. Levine accused Arie Gelblum, whose article in Maariv, 
Jsrael’s largest daily, made the charge “not only (of) distorting 
of facts,” but of “invent(ing) them.” 


Dr. Levine said the treasurer’s 
report submitted to the annual 
meeting of the JNF last month, 
and based on an audit, showed an 

re income of $2,- 

245,732.60.

obtained during the same period 
from other sOurces, $238,963.25, 
The expenditures for the same 
year were $326,220.93, a decrease 
of $23,000 from the previous fis- 
cal year. 

Taking up the point of credit 
for the $1,400,000 which the JNF 
received from Hadassah, Pioneer 
Women, Mizrachi Women, the 
Zionist Organization of America 
ang other organizations, the 
statement claimed that Gelblum’s 
charge that the JNF was merely 
a mailing address for the receipt 
of these funds is “ridiculous.”

HUC Profs, Students

CINCINNATI (NJP) — 
Students, professors and oth- 
er personnel of the Hebrew 
Union College — Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion here 
joined today in _ protesting 
the arrests of Negroes in 
the bus-boycott dispute in 
Montgomery, Ala. 

A declaration, 
100 individuals, declared 
“solidarity with our Negro 
fellow citizens, who will be 
Observing March 28 as a na- 
tional ‘Deliverance Day of 
Prayer’,” 

Signers included 78 stu- 
dents and 12 faculty mem- 
bers. The protest was cir- 
culated by rabbinical stu- 
dents. 

“We believe these arrests 
to be an illegal attempt to 
subvert an _ effective and 
praiseworthy endeavor by 
the Negroes of Montgomery 
to assert their rights as 
American citizens,” the sign- 
ers said.

The statement did not answer 
Gelblum’s assertion that the 
Jerusalem office sought unsuc- 
cessfully to remove JNF execu- 
tive director, Mendel Fisher.

Southern Jews Seen 
For Segregation; 
Few Quit B’nai B’rith 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (NJP)—Although the rumor that four 
B’nai B’rith lodges in the South have turned in their charters 
as the result of the order’s stand on the segregation issue is 
unfounded, it is true that a number of members have resigned, 
The National Jewish Post learned this week. 

Even dyed-in-the-wool B’nai B’rith members feel that the 
organization has acted in this particular issue without due ree 
spect to the Jews of the South, one leader told The Post. 

HE REVEALED that a great many Jews are members of 
the local citizens committees set up to fight segregation. 

In one community, three Jews are members of the board 
of the local citizens committee. 

Asked if other national Jewish organizations have been 
affected because of similar positions on the issue, The Post 
was told that the only important Jewish organization in the 
South is the B’nai B’rith. 


THE POST was told that many Southern Jews conscien- 
tiously oppose desegregation, and recognize that it is not a 
solution for the problems of the Negro in the South. 

As for any anti-Semitic potentilaities in the citizens come 
mittees, there seemed to be a feeling that although any or- 
ganization involved in such an explosive issue might develop 
along anti-Semitic paths, the citizens committees as such were 
not anti-Semitic. They are composed of the leading citizens. 

The Post was told about recommendations to read anti-« 
Semitic literature made by Robert Patterson who is secretary 
of the Mississippi citizens committees’. When this was pointed 
out to him, he apologized, The Post learned. 


IN ORDER TO give the Southern Jews a greater role in 
ADL affairs, a Southern Regional Board was set up with offices 
in New Orleans. The move has not served to satisfy the lodge’s 
Southern members, many of whom feel that certain promises 
made to them by the national officers were not kept. ;

Although Rabbi Hollander, 
president of the Rabbinical 
Council of America, called speci- 
fically for withdrawal by Orth- 
odox rabbis from the Synagogue 
Council of America (NJP, Feb, 
10, 17, 1956), no withdrawals 
were reported last week from 
the Synagogue Council of Es- 
sex County and, according to 
Herman Sirota, president, no 
withdrawals are expected. 

In addition, a National Jewish 
Post questionnaire mailed to 
more thazn 50 Newark area 
rabbis brought oniy a single re- 
ply on the topic. When a rabbj 
was asked about the lack of re- 
sponse, he replied: 

“RABBI HOLLANDER’S re- 
marks apparently were not taken 
seriously in this area.” 


Sirota, whose group represents . 


an estimated 97 per cent of the 
synagogs in and about Newark, 
said Rabbi Hollander’s  view- 
point was not discussed at the 
last meeting of the Essex Coun- 
ty Synagogue Council. 

“The Orthodox group as such 
didn’t act on the matter and no 
communications were forwarded 
to us concerning the subject,” 
Sirota said. “Rabbi Hollander 
spoke on his own and _ probably 
for a few others who felt the 
same way.” 

SIROTA, who is also honor- 
ary president of Ahavath Achim 
Bikur Cholim, an Orthodox con- 
gregation in near-by Irvington, 
said he could not speak either 
for the Synagogue Council or 
his own synagog in comment- 
ing on Rabbi Hollander’s re- 
marks. 

“Speaking for myself, how- 
ever, I disagree with Rabbi Hol- 
lander,” Sirota said. “TI believe 
much good can come out of 
people sitting down _ together 
and discussing their mutual 
problems. If you don’t sit down 
together, you don’t even get the 
opportunity to reach any under- 
standing.” 

The one Newark area rabbi 
who answered The National 
Jewish Post questionnaire, Rabbi 
Ely E. Pilchik of Congregation 
B’nai Jeshurun of Newark, 
termed Rabbi Hollander’s posi- 
tion as another step in the “ulti- 
mate evolution of American 
Judaism which will combine Re- 
form and Conservativism (NJP, 
Feb. 24, 1956).)” 

Rabbi Hollander had asked for 
withdrawal from combined re- 
ligious groups so as not to give 
“status” to non-Orthodox rabbis.

MEATS STRICTLY KOSHER 


CHICAGO (NJP) — The Wilno Kosher Sausage Co., of this] 
city, whose products were claimed not kosher (NJP, Feb. 24, 
1956), by the St. Louis Vaad Hoeir, issued a statement this week 
by two Chicago rabbis declaring that the company’s products were 


strictly kosher. 

Without mentioning the issue 
on which the St. Louis Rabbis 
based their stand, that non-ko- 
sher meats were processed un- 
der the same roof, the statement 
by the two Chicago Rabbis as- 
serted that, “All meat products 
produced in this factory are un- 
der the strictest observance of 
kashrut.” 


The two rabbis, Boruch Rabin- 
owitz of Congregation Tifereth 
Israel ang Rabbi Ben Zion Ro- 


senthal of Shaare Torah Anshe 
Maariv, declared that the Wilno 





factory is_under their personal 
supervision for kashrut. 

“In addition to our personal 
supervision, two steady mashgi- 
chim (guardians) who know the 
religious ritual of kashrut are 
employed. They give strict. at- 
tention that every detail of kash- 
rut is carried out.” 

The Rabbis added that “all 
meat products of the Wilno Ko- 
sher Sausage Co. are kosher in 
accordance with the prescribed 
tradition of kashrut which is 
checked and rechecked to the 
minutest detail.”

NEW YORK “(NJP) — Irwin 
“Red” Blumenreich has brought 
surprising prosperity to Yeshiva 
University. 

Blumenreich hasn’t left any 
great sums. to the school, but in 
just two years on the school’s 
basketball team, he has been re- 
sponsible for close to 1,000 points 
being posted on the Yeshiva 
scoreboard. And it is mainly be- 
cause of his superlative efforts 
this past season that the Mighty 
Mites have compiled their best 
record ever, 15-2, with one game 
remaining. 


THE 6’3” REDHEAD is now 
seeking another school first. 

Never before has Yeshiva 
placed a representative on the 
All-City (New York) — squad, 
which is usually composed of top 
flight players from such pOwers 
as Fordham, St. John’s, New 
York University, Manhattan, Se- 
ton Hall ang Iona. Many observ- 
ers on the local college scene 
are confident that Blumenreich 
merits this honor.

BLUMENREICH who prefers 
to be called “Red’’, is a resident 
of Brooklyn and has been for 
ali his 22 years. He was born 
and brought up in the Williams- 
burgh section, spending much of 
his free time in the schoolyard 
“even to the point of playing 
basketball in the dark at night 
&nd sometimes even in the snow.” 
At Eastern District High 
School, Reg wasn’t an outstand- 
ing player, although he did con- 
tribute from 10 to 15 points per 
game in a tough Brooklyn 
league. 

Following his graduation, Red 
enrolled at CCNY in the same 
year that the Beavers went on 
to an unprecedented double win 
in the NIT and NCAA tourna- 
ments.

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Judge Kister of Tel Aviv

Judge Kister, the learned president of the Tel 


Aviv district court, is getting to be one of the fore- 
most experts on mixed Jewish-Christian and Jew- 
ish-Moslem marriages in the world. 

After his precedent-setting ruling in a series of 
important mixed-marriages cases in November of 
1955 (€NJP, Nov. 25, 1955), all petitions for di- 
vorces, marriage annulments, custody of. children, 
etc. are now being brought before Judge Kister 
from as far away as Britain and South Africa, 
where his legal fame has spread. 

GENERALLY SPEAKING, although staying 
strictly within the limits set by the Jewish re- 
ligious law and working only within the strict 
frame of chief rabbinate rulings and regulations, 
Judge Kister is famous for being very fair to Jews 
and non-Jews, and since he has the power to over- 
rule the rabbinate court decisions, which he did on 
several occasions, it is not surprising that his word 
is generally considered final in all cases. 

From the legal point of view, Judge Kister’s 
decisions could be appealed before the Israeli su- 
preme court, but it is taken for granted that, in 
view of Judge Kister’s fame as an expert on re- 
ligious marriages, the supreme court will uphold 
his decisions. 

Back in 1943, when Palestine was occupied by 
the British, a Jewish woman living in Haifa mar- 
ried a British Christian in a civil-marriage cere- 
mony, performed by the British district commis- 
sioner in Haifa. Se long as the British were in 
Palestine, this marriage was considered legal, and 
it was legal even after the State of Israel was 
born, until the Knesset passed the Religious Law 
some years ago. 

In the meantime, the couple quarrelled and the 
husband left for his home in Britain. He wrote 
his wife letters asking her to come to Britain, but 
she refused to leave Israel. 

She met another man, this time Jewish, and 
wanted to marry him, but when she asked her 
British husband for a divorce, he refused. 

AFTER GETTING LEGAL advice from various 
lawyers, and hearing that the English courts will 
probably rule in favor of her husband, as she had 
no valid grounds for divorce, the woman petitioned 
the Tel Aviv district court and the case came up 
before Judge Kister who, after hearing the various 
witnesses, ruled that the woman could go ahead 
and marry the Jewwish man without waiting for 
any English divorce. 

In Judge Kister’s view, since the woman was

Jewish and a resident of Israel, although she was 
a British citizen, too, the Jewish religious law ap- 
plied in her case. 

If the marriage were contracted abroad, Judge 
Kister ruled, it would have probably been legal 
and@ the divorce petition would have had to be de- 
cided on its merits. Since the marriage was con- 
tracted in Palestine, however, the only valid law 
is the Jewish Law, which does not recognize any 
marriages between members of different faiths, 

The marriage in question does not, in the eyes 
of the law, exist, ruled Judge Kister. Consequently, 
there is no need for any divorce. 

Naturally, Judge Kister’s ruling will not be ac- 
cepted in Britain and after the woman in question 
marries her Jewish husband, she will be liable to 
arrest and trial for bigamy if she ever sets foot 
in Britain. 

Other cases pending before the Tel Aviv dis- 

trict court are even more interesting. : 
* There is the case of Shlomo Feigenboim vs. 
Abdullah Mansour. Feigenboim, 31, a tall blonde 
bespectacled Polish-born Jewish income tax col- 
lector, came to Israel in 1947 and fought in the 
Israel Army during the War of Independence. 

Wounded in action, he was discharged from the 
Army in 1949. He entered the Internal Revenue 
Service as an income tax collector and lived quite 
comfortably on his salary and his veteran-invalid 
pension. Several months ago, Shtomo met on an 
intercity bus a young and. good-looking dark-haired 
girl, named Miriam Leibovic, 24. She had come to 
Israel from Rumania in 1950. 

SHLOMO ASKED Miriam for a date—she agreed. 
They went to movies, met almost daily afterwards, 
fell in love, and decided to marry. She told Shlomo 
she didn’t want her parents to know about the mar- 
riage, because they wanted her to marry someone 
else. One day’ Miriam told Shlomo that her par- 
ents were forcing her to marry the other fellow. 
I have'to run away from home, she declared. So, 
Shlomo helped her ‘hide. 

At the rabbinate, where they registered for the 
marriage license, Shlomo’s friends acted as wit- 
nesses for Miriam, swearing that she was single 
and was never married. 

The marriage took place at the rabbinate two 
weeks after the registration, and after the cere- 
mony, the couple and the guests, all Shlomo’s 
friends and relations (there were none from Mir- 
iam’s side, because she said she wanted to keep the 
wedding a secret until her parents calmed down 
about her disappearance) went to his apartment 
where a big party was held to celebrate the nuptials. 


IN THE MIDDLE of the party, five policemen 
entered, followed by a young well-dressed Arab, 
who pointed to Miriam, still clad in her white 
bridal gown, and said she was his wife. 

Miriam broke down, and sobbing, admitted the 
charge. 

She had been drafted into the Israeli army. 
After two years, however, she was discharged and 
had to return to the immigrant camp where her 
father, a poor cobbler. still lived. 

Miriam yearned to get out of the camp by any 
means. Into this situation stepped a young, 29- 
year-old Arab Moslem named Abdullah Manso@r, 
who owned a big truck and whe made quite a lot 
of omney delivering vegetables to the Arab vil- 
lages. 

ABDULLAH LIKED Miriam, then 21, and fell 
in love with her. She met him first when he gave 
her a lift from the city to the immigrant camp. 

Because he was quite well-to-do and had a nice 
house of his own, Miriam agreed to marry him, 
but, after living in an Arab village for three years, 
she saw that life among the Arabs, ,even if they 
were cultured and Hebrew-speaking like her hus- 
band, was not for a Jewish girl. 

She ran away from Abdullah and met Shlomo 
Feigenboim, whom she married on the day her 
Arab husband caught up with her. 

Neither of the two husbands of pretty Miriam 
had wanted to give her up, and the complicated 
case was finally cleared up along the following 
lines: 

What Miriam said was essentially true, yet 
her marriage to Abdullah was legal and could not 
be annulled as a mixed marriage, because Miriam, 
before marrying Abdullah, was converted to the 
Moslem faith. Therefore, the marriage was legal. 


ABDULLAH’S LAWYERS contend that Shlo- 
mo’s marriage is illegal, because Miriam was not 
a Jew, but a Moslem, and had been already legally 
married. 

Shlomo’s lawyers say that, according to the 
rabbinical definition of a Jew—once a Jew, ,always 
a Jew—a person is Jewish if he or she is born 
of a Jewish mother (fathers do not count in the 
eyes of Jewish law). 

The highly complicated case is expected to go 
before the Tel Aviv Supreme Court in the near 
future. Nobody knows how Judge Kister will rule 
in this case. However, in another case, he ruled, 
in contradiction of the rabbinate’s opinion, that 
a person is no longer a Jew if he willingly gives 
up his Jewish religion.

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DULLES SEES ISRAEL’S FEARS OF EXTERMINATION AS UNFOUNDED 


Pertinent excerpts from 
the testimony of Secretary 
of State Dulles last Friday 
before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on the 
arms shipments to the Mid- 
dle East. These excerpts have 
been reprinted from The 
New York Times. 


Mr. Dulles began his testi- 
mony by reading a _ prepared 
statement. 


Before questions are asked, I 
would like to add one or two 
words, words, indeed, that are 
suggested by your own opening 
statement, with regard to im- 
partiality. 

We are dealing here in this 
area with problems of tremen- 
dous delicacy and complexity. So 
long as there is not a real peace 
between Israel and the Arab 
States, there are dangers which 
may be very far-flung, burning 
throughout the Moslem world 
and throughout all of Africa. 

Our difficulty in dealing with 
this problem, dealing successful- 
ly with this problem, derives 
very largely from the fact that 
the Arabs believe that the Unit- 
ed States, which confronts a 
problem which relates to Israel, 
is in the last analysis dominated 
by domestic considerations—do- 
mestic political considerations. 

I can see that it is the deter- 
mination of this Administration 
to deal with the problem purely 
from the standpoint of the best 
interests of the United States, 
and to deal on a basis which you 
described, Mr. Chairman, a basis 
of friendly impartiality toward 
both the Israelis and the Arabs, 
and I feel confident that that is 
a point of view which will also 
be shared by the Congress, and 
I hope very much that in the 
pending political campaign the 
discussion will be on such a level 
as to dissipate the idea that 
United States policy in relation 
to the Near East is dominated 
by local domestic. considerations. 

If that is not the case, we 
would greatly endanger the ma- 
jor interests of the United States 
ang its Allies and, indeed, in my 
opinion, equally endanger the 
State of Israel itself. 

Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 


Senator Smith—Can I ask you 
this further question: Have the 
actual shipments of Czech arms 
to Egypt been of a magnitude 
sufficient to overturn the mili- 
tary position which Israel has 
heretofore had over the Arab 
state? 

Secretary Dullés—Certainly it 
will alter the relationship ma- 
terially to the disadvantage of 
Israel. We do not know precisely 
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kept very secret and has been 
kept very secret, so we know the 
details about what the arms 
shipment has been. But we do 
know enough to feel that it will 
add very materially to 
strength of Egypt after a period 
of time. 

It will take time for the Egyp- 
tians to assimilate ang learn to 
use these new weapons which 
they are getting. So that there 
has not, I think, been any shift 
in the military balance up to the 
present time, but that could 
come about within a matter of 
some months. 

Senator Smith — Well, then, 
may I ask you this question: 
What is our present thinking in 
the State Department with re- 
gard to the Israel application to 
buy $50,000,000 worth of arms? 
Are we holding up to see what 
the strength of this Czech ship- 
ment to Egypt is? @ 

Secretary Dulles—We are not 
holding it up primarily on that 
account, although that is, of 
course, a factor in the matter. 
We are holding it up because we 
do not believe that, taking all 
the factors into account, the 
shipments would be conducive 
to the bringing about of the 
only solution which is worth 
while—that is, a permanent 
peace between Israel and the 
Arab states. That is the thing 
we are working on very ac- 


tively. 
That was the subject of a very 
carefully thought-out address 


which I made on the 26th of 
August, ang we believe that the 
future of Israel, in the long run, 
must depend upon the develop- 
ment of a peaceful, agreed rela- 
tionship with its Arab neighbors. 
If that cannot be achieved, 
then Israel has only a very dif- 
ficult existence ahead of it. 
Therefore, we try to measure 
what we do in terms of whether 
it will help permanently to solve 
the problem; and as long as we 
think there is a hope of getting 
a permanent solution of the 
problem, we do not want to de- 
stroy that hope by doing some-

Senator Smith—-What is our 
responsibility to prevent an at- 
tack, either by Israel on Egypt 
or Egypt on Israel, or Israel on 
Syria? 

Secretary Dulles—The preser- 

vation of the State of Israel, as 
I said before, is what I regard 
as one of the essential goals of 
United States foreign policy. It 
is not, of course, our only goal, 
and we have to combine the 
search for that result with the 
achievement of other results 
which are also important from 
the standpoint of the foreign 
policy of the United States. 
I do think that we have to as- 
sume that no nation can exist 
except as it has within its own 
boundaries the weapons needed 
for its own defense. If that were 
the case, the world would be in 
a quite impossible situation, be- 
cause outside of the Soviet Un- 
ion and the Uniteg States, there 
are no countries which can have 
enough military pOwer to make 
themselves safe against an at- 
tack by one or the other. 


We are not going to attack. 
The Soviet- Union might. 

Where do you find security 
today? Primarily in mutual se- 
curity arrangements and, above 
all, we hope, in the United Na- 
tions Charter. The United Na- 
tions Charter was created for 
that very purpose, and we are 
working very closely with the 
United Nations on this matter. 

They have their General Burns 
(Brig. Gen. E. L. M. Burns of 
Canada) out there watching the 
armistice lines; Mr. (Dag) Ham- 
marskjold, the Secretary-Gener. 
al, just got back from a trip out 
there. I just talked to him on 
long distance telephone ang he 
is coming in to see me on 
Wednesday to go over the situa- 
tion with him. 

By our pledges, of the United 
Kingdom, France and the United 
States, we have undertaken to 
stand ready to put our power 
behind a United Nations action 
to save Israel. After all, Israel 
is a creature of the United Na- 
tions. The armistices were nego- 
tiateg by the United Nations. 

There is no country in the 
world which has as strong a Call 
upon the United Nations as the 
State of Israel has, and we be- 
lieve that if the members of the 
United Nations will put their 
strength behind the United Na- 
tions’ action to save Israel, that 
is a far better assurance for 
Israel than if we get into an 
arms race, because any amount 
of arms which Israel can buy 
from the United States can be 
topped, like that, by more arms 
which the Soviet Union will plow 
into the situation, and you get 
into an arms race which Israel 
cannt possibly win, because Is- 
rael, with a population of about 
1,700,000 and a very small area, 
cannot absorb arms comparable 





‘| to what can be absorbed by the 


surrounding Arabs, with their 
capacity to absorb arms, now 
that they have access to the ar- 
senals of the Soviet Union. 

Therefore, I believe, Senator, 
the situation is one which calls 
for our concentrating upon oth- 
er means than the question of 
giving Israel the arms which 
will alone enable it to save itself. 
I think that may prove to be a 
greater danger to Israel than a 
help. 

Senator Smith—I assume we 
would give some aid, possibly, 
to Iraq in the event that Iraq 
is tied up with this mutual se- 
curity treaty. 

Secretary Dulles—Iraq is not 
a country which has common 
borders with Israel. I do not 
mean to imply by that that Iraq 
is in any sense friendly to Israel, 
becausé I imagine the people of 
Iraq feel as strongly against 
Israel as any other Arab peoples 
do. But the facts of geography 
are that Iraq does not have com- 
mon boundaries with Israel, and 
is the triangular wedge which 
fits in between Turkey and Iran; 
so that it has a great concern, 
which the more southern Arab 
countries do not have, with the 
possibility of an attack from the 
Soviet Union. 

. For those reasons, we have 
given a small amount of mili- 
tary aid to Iraq, although Iraq 
gets most of its military supplies 
from the Uniteg Kingdom. 

Senator John J. Sparkman (D. 
Ala)—Mr. Secretary, I shall be 
very brief in my questions. 

A couple of days ago, there 
appeared an article in The New 
York Times under the heading 
“Pact for Red Arms to Syria 
Reported,” under a Tyrol date- 
line. Did you by any chance see 
that? 

Secretary Dulles — Pact for 
what? What was the headline? 

Senator Sparkman — Pact for 
Red Arms to Syria. In other 
words, the story was that Red 
arms were likewise to be fur- 
nished to Syria. Are you familiar 
with that report? 

Secretary Dulles—Yes. I am 
not familiar with The Times ar- 
ticle, but I am familiar with the 
fact. 

Senator Sparkman—Well, is it 
based on fact? 

Secretary Dulles — I believe 
there is a relatively small ship- 
ment of arms going to Syria 
from the Soviet bloc. 

Senator Sparkman — Under 
very much the same arrange- 
ment as the shipment to Egypt? 

Secretary Dulles — I am not 
sure about that, because, of 
course, the other was on a cot- 
ton barter arrangement, and I 
do not know how Syria will pay 
for this. 

Syria had pending an applica- 
tion with us for a certain amount 
of equipment, which we did not 
grant, and it is not unnatural 
that they should have turned to 
the Soviet bloc. 

I might say, Senator, that the 
getting of arms from the Soviet 
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bloc is not emtirely a new devel- 

opment. Israel itseM has in the 
past gotten substantial amounts 
of arms from the Soviet bloc, 

Senator Sparkman—Mr,. Secre- 
tary, are we to understand from 
your answer to Senator Smith 
that these reports we read from 
time to time, that Israel fears 
extermination, may be unfound. 
ed? 

Secretary Dulles— Well, cer- 
tainly they may be unfounded, 
yes, and I believe—— 

Senator Sparkman —JI do not 
mean the fears. 

Secretary Dulles—yYes. I think 
that the fears are unfounded, 
although I admit that if I were 
in their position, sitting where 
they are, I would probably en- 
tertain much the same fears. 

Senator Sparkman—But I did 
understand yOu to give a rather 
strong statement as to the inter- 
est of the Uniteg States in see- 
ing that Israel—and of the Unit- 
ed Nations—in seeing that Israel 
continues a free and independ- 
ent country. 

Secretary Dulles—We .do have 
that interest; and, as I said, that 
is a basic part of our foreign 
policy. 

You see, Senator, a nation, na- 
turally, likes to feel that it has 
within its own borders, under fits 
own command, all the means 
necessary to assure its preserva- 
tion against any contingency. 
That is a very natural desire, 
But it is not a desire which to- 
day many nations can Satisfy, 
because of the disparity in arms 
which exists between big coun- 
tries and little countries, between 
industrialized countries and nore 
industrialized countries, and the 
like. They feel, and I believe 
that, in fact, their danger would 
not be diminished if they were 
to put primary reliance upon 
their own arms. 

Senator Sparkman—You bring 
out the point that perhaps peace 
can be brought to that area 
through other methods, much 
more surely that it can through 
any arms race; that is, through 
negotiations, 

Are we doing anything in that 
regard? 

Secretary Dulles—As I pointed 
out, we are, through diplomatic 
channels, constantly probing the 
situation, in touch with it. I 
have met, myself, a good many 
times with Foreign Minister 
(Moshe) Sharett, of Israel. I 
have met frequently with. the 
Israel] Ambassador here in Wash- 
ington to discuss these matters. 
Our Ambassadors in Cairo and 
in Tel Aviv are in constant touch 
with the situation, and we are 
trying to move it forward along 
the lines of my Aug. 26 address. 

One of the troubles we have 
encountered in this project of 
ours is that several times as the 
situation looked brighter, it has 
been cloudeg again by instances 
such as the Gaza raid, and the 
Tiberius raid. 

I do not want to suggest that 
‘those raids are entirely unpro- 
voked, but I do feel that they 
were quite Out of relation to the 
provocation, and have led, cer- 
tainly in fact, to a considerable 
deterioration of the situation. 

So, just as we get up to where 
it looks like we are going to get 
somewhere, we have been put 
down, several times. But I am 
by no means hopeless as to the

Of True 





and False Gods

The Sedra “Ki Sisah” provides 
one of the richest sources for 
the study of the evolution of the 
God-idea. We are vividly in- 
formed of the nature of the pop- 
ular religion. The Golden Calf 
is the people’s idea of a tangible, 
sensible, workable God. 

While Moses is enduring the 
linely agonies of high inspira- 
tion on Sinai, the people force 
Aaron to give expression to the 
current bull god cult. And ever 
since, the lofty ethics of the 
mountain top have contended 
with the common idolatries of 
those who must see, touch ard 
even taste their gods. The valid 
currency of high religion is ever 
in danger of being driven out 
by the debased valuta of the 
market place, 

One wonders whether Moses 
immunized future’ generations 
against idolatry by forcing the 
wilderness people to drink the 
gold dust water or gave them a 
taste for more of that yellow 
gleaming stuff. 


AT ANY RATE, the religion 
which Moses hewed out of his 
dialogue with God remains as a 
constant standard, shaming the 
vulgar faiths. It was not come 
by easily. Moses was not satis- 
fied with the answer from the 
burning bush. 

I AM THAT I AM might have 
satisfied a Spinoza. It could not 
have been meaningful to a peo- 
ple brought up in the diotous 
imagery of the Egyptian relig- 
ion. In the chapters of this Sed- 
ra, Moses seeks a clearer revela- 
tion. Gog insists that He cannot 


be seen face to face. Moses can 
see Him only from a cave, in 
passing, as it were; only the 
wake of the ship, but not the 
ship itself. 

This is what makes all high 
faith an unyielding confidence 
in things hoped for but not seen. 
It is far easier for the modern 
to grasp the idea of an unseen 
reality than for the ancient to 
have done so. We accept the in- 
visible marvels of electricity, air 
currents, wave lengths, atoms. 
We know that the basic realities, 
time and space, are invisible and 
intangible 

Moses had to call On pure 
faith, both his own and the peo- 
ple’s, to establish the validity_of 
a God who could, be seen only 
retroactively in the conscious- 
ness of the goodness resulting 
from His presence. 


THE PEOPLE hag said: “Up, 
make us a god who shall go be- 
fore us; for as for this Moses, 
the man that brought us up out 
of the land of Egypt, we know 
not what has become of him.” 
Our generation, to0, is summit 
conscious. While it awaits the 
Moses with the shining face, 
other leaders are _ fashioning 
more tangible gods with pluton- 
ium and uranium, as well as 
with gold ear rings. 

The true Moses will not only 
have to keep his own patience 
with the wayward peoples, but 
convince the Lord Himself that 
His experiment with man is still 
worth the candle. Perhaps he, 
too, shall have to remind God 
that it would be lese majesty to 
admit failure before the Egyp-. 
tians. He must succeed; for is 
not the Lorg God merciful and 
gracious, long-suffering and 
abundant in goodness and truth, 
keeping mercy unto the thous- 
andth generation?

Final Day Before Taking Off 
For Israel and Home

NEW YORK CITY—Three months is a long time to be away 
from home, and it is with some sense of pleasant excitement 
that I at last pack my luggage. El Al’s Constellation flagship 
will take me overseas, and if we are not delayed by bad weather 
in Europe, I should arrive at Lydda to find family and friends 
on hand. 

The last day in New York is a serious occasion for the Israelj 
returning home. What friends are to be called in farewell? To 
each must be extended ‘the cordial] invitation to “see you in Is- 
rael soon,” to offset some of the pessimism which has been be- 
clouding the skies. Many prospective American tourists have 
been deterred from planning their trips because of the unsettled 
international situation. I assure them, with some optimism, that 
there will be no war. 


Why Arabs Won't Risk War 


Israel will not start a war because she knows that even if 
she wins, the losses will be enormous. And the Arabs will not 
start a war because despite their new Soviet armaments they 
still have great respect and fear for the indomitable army of Is- 
rael. The sting and the striking power of Ben-Gurion’s legions 
are well remembered, and not a single Arab leader, Nasser in- 
cluded, can dare risk his prestige in a military adventure against 
Israel. To lose such a war against Israel is to lose not only 
political leadership in his own country, but very likely his head 
as well. 

Anyone who needs further encouragement along these lines 
is invited to read the Don Cook article on Israel’s “Tough Little 
Army,” which appeared in last week’s Saturday Evening Post. It 
is encouragement for thoSe who need encouraging. 

My friends may only be humoring me along, but the promises 
to come this spring and summer are numerous. I hope there will 
be enough room in the hotels. That means we shall have visitors 
at the house as well. Nothing pleases us more than to entertain 
good friends—or friends of friends—and help them get an insight 
into how an Israeli family lives.

Spurred by Israel’s. critical 


needs in the face of heavily armed Arab threats, as well as by 
the race against time in transporting Jewish refugees from turbu- 
lent North Africa, some 650 campaign leaders and contributors 
from the United States and Canada pledged a whopping $28,500,000 


to launch the UJA’s 1956 cam- 
paign. 

Of this amount, $19,200,000 is 
earmarked for the goal of $105,- 
283,435 for the regular drive, 
representing an increase of more 
than $5,000,000 over the previous 
record for initial gifts.

New York, N. Y. 
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Brotherhood Shocked In 


DENVER (NJP)—Brotherhood Week got a jolt 
here from which it will take some time to recover 
as far as Jews are concerned, with publication by 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith of the 
result of its survey of discrimination policies of 
private and public employment agencies, 

Most of the private and public employment 
agencies in Denver and vicinity accept without 
hesitation discriminatory requests for job place- 
ments, the ADL reported. The League’s report 
was based on a special survey conducted Feb. 14 
by the Denver ADL Council under the chairman- 
ship of Mandel Berenbaum. 

In terms of employment agencies, brotherhood 
in Denver is observed mainly in the breach and not 
in performance, Berenbaum said. 

THE ADL, IN ITS SURVEY, contacted 46 pri- 
vate and public employment agencies, representing 
90 per cent of the total number in Denver and 
vicinity, and placed a request with each agency 
for a “white, Protestant stenographer.” 

In 42 cases, the ADL found, the discriminatory

request was accepted without hesitation; in two 
instances, there was some reluctance in accepting 
the request; in one case, the request was not ac- 
cepted because the agency places only Spanish and 
Oriental help. 

In only one instance, did the employment agency 
—the Veterans Employment of the State of Colo- 
rado—refuse to handle this kind of a discrimina- 
tory request. None of the employment agencies 
which accepted the request, including the two which 
showed reluctance, made any attempt to change 
either the “white” specification or the “Protestant” 
specification. 

“WHAT IS PARTICULARLY DISTURBING,” 
declared Berenbaum, “is that two of the employ- 
ment agencies which showed no hesitation in ac- 
cepting this discriminatory request—the Colorado 
State Employment Service and the Welfare Depart- 
ment of the City of Denver—are supported by pub- 
lic funds.” 

Berenbaum called for an immediate conference 
between the Governor’s Commission on Human Re- 


lations and the two public agencies. ‘Since one of 
these public agencies is part of the City of Denver, 
the Denver Commission on Human Relations, which 
is the official human relations agency of this city, 
should also proceed to take remedial steps insofar 
as the Welfare Department is concerned.” 

BERENBAUM ALSO urged the Governor’s Com- 
mission on Human Relations and the FEP Office 
to promptly inform all employment agencies in the 
state, both private and public, of the provisions of 
the Colorado Fair Employment Practices Law and 
to set up conferences which would help bring apowt 
voluntary compliance with the law. 

A Colorado statute, passed in 1951, declares il- 
legal any discrimination in employment because of 
race, creed or national origin. But its enforce- 
ment provisions affect only cases of discrimination 
by public employers. In cases of discrimination by 
private employers, remedies can only be obtained 
by persuasion on the part of the Governor’s Com- 
mission on Human Relations and the Colorado FEP 
Office.

Histadruth Ivrith Hailed, 
But Can More Be Done? 




















By M. Z. FRANK 


THE HISTADRUTH IVRITH OF AMERICA is celebrating 
its 40th anniversary by a banquet on Sunday, March 4, at the 
Commodore Hotel, in New York. It was founded in 1916, during 
World War I, when a group of emigre luminaries from Europe 
and Palestine decided that a bigger organization for the spread of 
Hebrew in America with more ambitious projects was needed than 
the few scattered groups and clubs then existing. 

Eliezer Ben-Yehuda was then in New York, working on his 
famous lexicon; Shmarya Levin was here, Ben-Zion Mossinson, 
Ben-Zvi, Ben-Gurion. Europe was at war; Hashiloah, the monthly 
magazine published in Odessa and read by Hebraists all over the 
world, suspended publication. The daily Hatzefirah in Warsaw 
suspended publication. Of the 100,000 Jews in Palestine in 1914, 
only about 70,000 remained in the country in 1916, and their few 
weak, small Hebrew publications were struggling. 

On the other hand there was great hope that a new, strong 
Hebrew movement would arise in America. New literary talents 
either recently arrived or beginning their Hebrew writing in 
America were coming to the fore. The Hebrew school movement 
was growing. Two excellent Hebrew weeklies in New York, 
Hatoren edited by I. D. Berkowitz, and Haivri edited by Rabbi 
Meir Berlin, had many devoted readers. A new home was to be 
established for the Hebrew language on this hitherto unhospitable 
soil. 





High Hopes Never Realized 

The high hopes placed on the Histadruth Ivrith by its founders 
never fully materialized. But the very fact of its continued ex- 
istence is in itself a valid reason for celebration. 

In Europe, Hebrew never fully recovered from the devasta- 
tion of the War. The period of brilliant creativity of Hebrew in 
Eastern Europe practically ceased with World War I. 

The cultural strait-jacket into which three million Jews were 
forced by the Bolshevik regime, with the study of Hebrew pro- 
hibited, was probably the main reason. In Palestine Hebrew grew 
and flourished in a more natural way than anywhere else at any 
time in Jewish history since the Destruction. But it was not until 
the 1930’s that the center of Hebrew literature passed from War- 


saw to Tel Aviv. 
Standards Are High 


For a decade or so New York was an important literary cen- 
ter of Hebrew. Then set in a gradual decline. Nevertheless, the 
Histadruth carried on. Its weekly Hadoar, under its remarkably 
energetic and determined editor Menachem Ribalow, continued 
publication and was kept up on a high literary standard. It was 
also due to Ribalow’s tenacity that the Histadruth Ivrith was 
kept alive altogether. When Ribalow died two years ago, it was 
soon discovered that he had endowed his paper with enough life 
to enable it to go on after his death. The weekly is now very 
ably edited by M. Maisels, one of the finest and least-known He- 
brew scholars in our age. 

The problem facing the Histadruth Ivrith has always seemed 
to me to be: What else besides Hadoar? Some years ago a He- 
brew-speaking educational camp was founded, Massad, which has 
become an established institution, has opened a number of branches 
and has inspired competition in Ramah. 

There are other activities, but I am not sufficiently familiar 
with them to pass judgment. It seems to me they are in their 
initial stages. The weekly Hadoar, the Hebrew yearbooks and 
quarterlies, the book published with the Histadruth Ivrith, even 
the monthly Bitzaron, founded by the late Rabbi Tchernowitz, 
though not at all connected with the Histadruth Ivrith, but yet 
part of the Hebrew picture in America; the camps Massad and 
the other camps it had inspired—all these are directly or indi- 
rectly the result of the Histadruth Ivrith. 

I think there is a great deal more to be done without re- 
linquishing the present activities and projects. But we shall 
leave that discussion for another occasion. I shall first need a 
long talk with Jack Alkow, who is now taking over. Good luck!

Since we weren’t asked to 
compose a greeting for this 
testimonial book, that would 
seem to mean that whoever pre- 
pared the volume didn’t consider 
Gabriel Cohen a friend of Sam 
Rothberg’s. So we're using our 
challenge to this «slight as a 
wedge to get something into The 
Post about Sam and his testi- 
monial affair. 

We'd accept the judgment of 
whoever prepared the _ testi- 
monial book and take it as a 
personal affront, were it not for 
the fact that values in the Jew- 
ish community, friendship in- 
eluded, are one thing, and values 
as they are understood in the 
world at large are something 
else again. 


TAKE FOR INSTANCE the 
matter of leadership.

any other Jewish leader we 
know. We tried to figure it out 
and the closest we can come to 
telling you who do not know 
him what he’s like is to say he’s 
an idealist with all,the fervor 
and zeal of a fanatic, but he’s 
also like a Jewish professional 
in that he has a sense of what 
the job is and he gets the job 
done. There isn’t that one shred 
of egotism in Sam, and his 
biggest asset is the way he 
likes to meet and know people. 
This is an honest trait, no af- 
fectation, and whenever some- 
one likes people, people will like 
him. 

BUT SAM has made his share 
of enemies. That’s inevitable in 
one who is so blinded on Israel 
that he can never see its least 
fault and believes that those 
who don’t sing its praises con- 
tinuously are anti-Zionists. He 
has been through his share of 
fights in the Jewish communi- 
ty, and his zeal has,often led 
him to say things in fund-rais- 
ing meetings which offended 
people. 

Sometimes months elapse 
while I don’t hear from Sam. 

Sometimes, although not late- 
ly, he’s on the phone calling 
me, Often during these long si- 
lences, I know that Sam is 
brooding. He believes that the 
sun always shines in _ Israel, 
that it never could rain, The 
Post as a newspaper has to re- 
port both the sunshine and the 
rain, and that antagonizes some 
of our readers, including Sam.

OBITUARIES 


Samuel Godfrey, 


Toronto Leader 


TORONTO, Canada (NJP) — 
Samue] Godfrey, 56, one of To- 
ronto’s leading industrialists, 
died Friday, Feb. 24 in Toronto 
General hospital. 

Mr. Godfrey received the Or- 
der of the British Empire for 
his services during World War 
II as a “dollar-a-year” man. At 
28, he was chairman of the He- 
brew Free School campaign and 
at 32 headed the Federation for 
Jewish Philanthropies, 

Mr. Godfrey was a co-founder 
of the Jewish Welfare fund and 
later helped bring it into the 
United Welfare Chest, now the 
Community Chest of Greater 
Toronto.

DULLES SEES ISRAEL AS MOST EXPENDABLE 


THERE ARE SEVERAL inescapable 
conclusions that appear inevitable from 
a fair reading of the statements made 
by Secretary of State Dulles in connec- 
tion with the situation of Israel today 
as regards her Arab neighbors, and what 
the United States is prepared to do 
about it. 

One is that as between Israel and 
the Arab states, the United States has 
decided that Israel is expendable. This 
doesn’t mean that Dulles wants to see 
Israel wiped off the face of the earth, 
but it does mean that if any calculated 
risks must be taken, then they should 
be made with Israel as the victim and 
not the Arab states. 

If this is a fair conclusion to be 
drawn from Mr. Dulles’ actions and his 
statements, then his position against 
public discussion of United States ac- 
tion in the Middle East makes sense. He 
does not want to pay the price for his 
decision in votes. 


ANOTHER CONCLUSION that ap- 
pears obvious is that Mr. Dulles does not 
look with equal concern at Egypt’s ac- 
quisition of arms as do others, not alone 
the Israelis. It almost appears as if Mr. 
Dulles likes the idea of the Egyptians 
having received these arms, although he 


THE ONE TASK OF THE 


THE FORTHCOMING session of the 
World Zionist Congress in Jerusalem will 
wrestle problems revolving around the 
state of Zionism today and the need for 
a new or better defined program. There 
will be the usual charges that the Is- 
rael government has deliberately weak- 
ened the World Zionist movement by its 
reliance on and recognition of Jews who 
are non-Zionists and by failing to allocate 
important areas of work and recognition 
to it. 

There may be some truth in all of 
these charges, but by now it should be 
clear that Israel will hardly begin to 
consider ‘World Zionism as central to its 
welfare until world Zionism begins to 
produce in the one area where other 
Jews cannot perform. 

TO RAISE FUNDS, to do political 
work, all of these are important. In 
fact, they are more important than the 
Israelis realize. One of the failings of 
the Israelis is their egotism. They refuse 
to give even the barest of credit to the 
Jews of the world and the Zionists for 
the emergence of the state. They be- 
lieve that it was through their own 
strength and will alone that Israel is 
here today. 

This egotism stems from many 
sources, but for the most part it has its 
basis in the fact that the world Zionists 
are Zionists in name only. The one 
cardinal precept of Zionism, that of 


may not like the idea of them having 
been furnished by a Soviet satellite. 

Dulles says in his statement that Is- 
rael too received arms from _ Soviet 
satellites. 

This also throws an insight on Mr. 
Dulles’ thinking. Israel unfortunately 
is irrevocably tied to the West. We say 
unfortunately because it is this situa- 
tion which gives Israel no bargaining 
power, so that instead of acting from 
strength, Israel is forced to beg for arms 
from weakness. 

BUT EGYPT not only is not tied to 
the West, many of her actions such as 
supporting the nationalists in North 
Africa are in direct conflict with the 
West’s policies. Egypt may succumb to 
Red infiltration. This is impossible for 
Israel. Therefore, to compare the fact 
that Israel in the days when she was 
under attack in 1948 acquired arms from 
Czechoslovakia with Egypt’s recent deal 
with the same country, shows that Mr. 
Dulles is biased and was only seeking to 
cast Israel in an unfavorable light. 

And this is the tragedy, not forgetting 
the loss of life of the Lake Kinneret 
raid. This was the excuse that our State 
Department was looking for in order to 
give it a reason for rejecting Israel’s re- 
quest for the purchase of arms.

aliyah — going to Israel — giving up the 
easy life in the lands of the diaspora, is 
a precept which the Israelis have put 
into practice, but which the world Zion- 
ists have rationalized away. 

It must be a matter of continual ir- 
ritation to the Israelis when they stop to 
ponder the fact that not one important 
American Zionist leader has neoved to 
Israel. 

IF THIS WERE SO, but hundreds of 
young American Jews were coming to 
aratz, then the elders might be forgiven. 
Their roots are too deep, their families’ 
ties too tight and so forth. But when 
the American Zionist leaders shun Is- 
rael with such a degree of unanimity and 
choose the fleshpots, from the Israel 
standpoint, then it will be a long time 
before the Israelis overcome their sus- 
picion about the Zionist loyalties of 
some of our leaders. , 

So the World Zionist Congress might 
shelve all the talks, and get down to the 
one central problem — how to develo 
aliyah to Israel. Failing its ability to 
solve this problem, the world Zionist 
movement must inevitably become like 
Hadassah, a very beneficial organization 
with the best of intentions and the finest 
of devotion, whose work is most ap- 
preciated. Relegation to this kind of 
tole is exactly what the world Zionist 
movement is protesting about so bit- 
terly, but it is precisely the one which 
it is assigning to itself. 


KASHRUT AND JEWISH HOSPITALS - 


IF YOU’VE EVER wondered why 
Jewish hospitals still resist putting in 
complete kosher kitchens, with no non- 
kosher food available instead of as pres- 
ent offering kosher meals (quick-frozen 
ones usually) to those who request them, 
the answer lies in the fact that the Jew- 
ish community as a whole still has not 
made up its mind on kashrut. 

It’s still a matter of touch - and - go 
whether Jews'in the United States will 
be observing kashrut in another 25 
years or so. 

Of course, the Orthodox, or at least 
part of them, will observe kashrut, but 
the decision has to be made by the 
Jewish community, not by any one wing 
of it. 

’ There have been many changes in 
ritual. practice in the past 50 years or 
more, and some of them have stuck be- 
cause the Jewish community, which in- 
evitably in the last analysis by its prac- 
tice makes the final decision, so decided. 
Others, although discarded by various 
elements of the community at one time 
or another, have been revived, and for 
the same reason. The Jewish commu- 
nity by its actions — some favorable, 
some opposed—decided for bar mitzvas, 
Saturday instead of Sunday morning 
services, and have discarded sheitels 


(wigs worn by women whose hair was 
shorn at marriage), ete. 

In the matter of kashrut, there was 
such a close call that a major rabbinical 
body not more than five years ago was 
almost ready to countenance the eating 
of foods cooked at any restaurant, as 
long as the item of food itself was not 
inherently non-kosher. 

This body has retreated from that 
position, which never did become official, 
but it points up the fact that what the 
Jewish community will do about kashrut 
is still a touch-and-go matter. 

This being the case, then the posi- 
tion of Jewish hospitals is understand- 
able. Since most of these hospitals are 
managed by boards which have little if 
any Orthodox representation, the deci- 
sion on kashrut has been to meet the 
needs of those patients who demand 
kosher meals, but to run the hospital 
kitchen as a whole on a non-kosher basis. 

Ten and more years ago hardly any 
Jewish public banquet was kosher. To- 
day, except in a few cities like Indian- 
apolis, all Jewish public banquets are 
kosher. If this is the trend, and it be- 
comes accepted not only for public af- 
fairs, but also in Jewish homes, then 
the matter of the Jewish hospitals. and 
kosher kitchen will adjust itself. and the 
decision be made in favor of strictly 
kosher kitchens. '

Reference is made to Mr. Al- 
pert’s column about “1,000 Ex- 
Israelis now live in Montreal,” 
NJP, Feb. 24. 

I did not know whether to 
laugh or cry upon reading that 
“there are no legal restrictions 
on departure from Israel.” Being 
a former Israeli myself, a na- 
tive born “Sabra” and a resident 
of that country all my life, it 
would only be fair to caution 
against such a misleading state- 
ment. 


THE TRUTH is that no Israeli 
citizen can leave the country for 
good before he completes his full 
military and reserve obligations. 
Under Israeli law, every citizen, 
upon completion of 2% years in 
the Regular Army (recently in- 
creased), is automatically trans- 
ferred to a Reserve unit, where 
he remains until he reaches the 
age of 49. 

In order to leave the courttry, 
every Israeli must pOssess an 
exit-permit, and such permits are 
given only in most urgent cases, 
and after a tremendous amount 
of redtape and pressure. The 
Israeli Government is well aware 
that if no exit permit was re- 
quired and everyone was free to 
leave, the country would be: half 
empty. In order to acquaint the 
reader with the true number of 
Israelis that do not wish to re- 
main there, I suggest your cor- 
respondent in Israel contact the 
U.S., British, French and other 
embassies in Israel to get the

correct number. The figure will 
shake him. 

Why always this rosy picture 
about the Holy Land? Does Mr. 
Alpert really believe he fools 
everyone? After all, I’m not the 
only ex-Israeli here.

Hollander so vigorously in a let- 
ter this week, is one of the local 
youth directors for the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism.

2, RABBI ELY PILCHIK’S 
prediction that the future bodes 
an “ultimate evolution of Amer- 
ican Judaism which will com- 
bine Reform and Conservatism” 
and wil] “leave behind Ortho- 
doxy as a small, insignificant 
sect”, may very well be close to 
the truth. Let me go but one

Perhaps Rabbi Pilchik will 
correct my inaccuracies with a 
new version of Jewish history to 
match his-new Jewish religion, 
but, as far as I know, Judaism 
has always contended itself with 
being few in number, but rich 
in people who were and are will- 
ing to adhere to the tenets of 
Judaism in spite of the tempta- 
tions and expedience and con- 
venience. 


3. DR. JACOB MARCUS, an- 
other of this week’s “prophets”

Mr. Levin 
may question the “mind-free”- 
dom of Mr. Blankfort on other 
counts, but not on the subject 
chosen. The story need not take 
place in Israel ‘where there is 
a tumult over the same issue.” 
It is well that it takes place in 
America, with a tumult in Rabbi

THE SITUATION of the story 
may be odd for Mr. Levin, but 
not for countless Orthodox 
American Jews, The story car- 
ries a theme which might also 
be reflected in the question of 
marriage of a Jewish hero with 
a non-Jewish heroine.

The fact that attack from with- 
out uSually involves the group 
rather than the individua] and 
is, therefore, more colorful and 
more celebrated, does not mini- 
mize the sacrifice made against 
an attack from within. 

Has Mr. Levin not heard of 
countless Jews who faced starva- 
tion with their families rather 
than violate the Sabbath or di- 
etary laws? Has he not heard 
of men who forewent opportuni- 
ties for advancement, because 
of their Jewish. convictions? 
Well, Leo Berdick—as may oth- 
ers today in America-—in Jew- 
ish, not Communist, manner— 
did the same. And Mr. Blankfort 
has rendered a brilliant service 
to Judaism in a splendid book.

NEW YORK (NJP) — Jacob 
Michael,, Jewish owner of the 
SS James Monroe, which is car- 
rying 18 light tanks to Saudia 
Arabia, told The Post that he had 
instructed his captain not to per- 
mit transshipment of the tanks 
at Port Said. 

Taking note of reports that 
Egypt would force’ transship- 
ment because the owner of the 
ship is Jewish, Michael said he 
told his captain to “bring back 
or dump in the ocean” the 18 
tanks if he isn’t allowed to de- 


liver them to thelr destination. 

“Everything we have done so 
far, we have been compelled to 
do under the law and because of 
the action of the president and 
the state department. But we 
will not make any deal or do 
anything to facilitate getting 
these tanks to a country which 
is an avowed enemy of democ- 
racy.” 

Michael, who is an active Zi- 
onist, while his wife is a New 
York United Jewish Appeal lead- 
er, told The Post that “as an 


American citizen of Jewish faith 
. . - I deplore the circumstances 
which left me powerless to pre- 
vent the use of my ship for the 
shipment of these tanks to a self 
confessed enemy of democratic 
Israel and the Jewish people ev- 
erywhere.” 

Saudi Arabian government of- 
ficials in New York said it 
would be up to their government 
to decide whether the SS James 
Munroe would be made an ex- 
ception to their boycott of Jew- 
ish shipping.
